FLA. WHOLESALE TRADE 
AMOUNTS TO 2 BILLION 


Sales through Florida whole- 
sale houses have amounted to 
approximately $2 billion annu- 
ally in recent years, the Florida 
State Chamber of Commerce 
reported yesterday. 

This week's business review 
of the State Chamber's research 
and industrial division places 
wholesalers’ total sales at $1,- 
981,160,000 in 1948, the latest 
available year. This total was 
277 percent above the dollar 
value of wholesalers’ business 
in the State in 1939. 

During 1948 employment in 
the 3,691 wholesale establish- 
ments in Florida numbered 49,- 


Florida wholesalers handle a 

number of products grown or 

manufactured in Florida gs well 

as goods moving from other ar- 

eas into the State for consump- 
or reshipment.

Soon City Ideal became a lawless village. But there were 
no civic clubs there. 

Belle Glade has approximately 15 civic organizations. The 
first warning sign has been given the city. Several weeks ago 
four grammar school youths, feeling the zest of their age and a 
drive for excitement, entered the Everglades Theatre and caused 
extensive damage. 

Educators at the school evaluation program held here last 
spring reconized the need for more extensive recreational activ- 
ities for youth in the city.
